In addition io the inspection of St. 
Louis’ safety measures the conven- 
tion today considered a number of 
important industrial questions, in- 
cluding the training and supervision 
of women entering industry, safety 
in mines and in the building trades, 
and the problem of providing for 
the disabled men returning to in- 
dustry after the war. 

Wisconsin Tnsurance Rates. 

H. Il. Geisler, secretary of th» 
Builders’ Limited Mutual Liability 
Insurance Co. of Madison, Wis., ad- 
dressing the construction division 
of the convention, told how insur- 
ance rates were substantially re- 
duced in Wisconsin following a cam- 
paign in the interest of safety among 
building workmen.
